Capt Whisler killed himself by fir- 
ing two bullets from an army rifle in- 
to his head. He was 42 years old and 
w i s i soldi,-: in the Spenish war, add 
recently go? a commission at Ft. Riley 
training school. A note was found 
on the body. It was written to a 
woman whose name the authorities 
refuse to divulge, it said. "I have 
been thinking of committing saicide 
for a long time but I have never had a 
good reason.
